Sir. Bryant is a Now Englandor .by birlh 


and education. Ho was born at Camming- 
tou, Mass., Nov. .1, 1794. Ho w»s remarka- 
ble as a boy for htslitorary precocity 
his 


6rst poem being printed when ho was ton 
years of age. 
At the age of fourteen two 


considerable poems of bia wero printed, 
which bolh passed to a second edition. In 
his ninelcenlh year ho wrote"Thanatopsis," 
vfhich still holds its place as one of the 
most impressive poems in the language. 
He entered Williams College when fourteen 
years old ; afterwards studied law ond was 
admitted to tha bar in 131.1. He was very 
successful in his law practice, but, his 
tastes inclining him lo literature, ho began 
to write for publication, first for tho North 
American lleview, and Boon nfterward be- 
came editor of tha Now York Review. His 
connection with tho Now V'ork Evening 
Post in 
182C

thatdato. In 1832, n complete edition of 
his poems was published in this country 
and England, and the numerous volumes of 
prose and poelry of which he was author, 
and which nro familiar to all American 
readers, followed at intervals daring his 
long life.
